Proctor A entered room F-3, Teacher A's classroom, at roughly 7:55am to assist with STAR 
testing. Hie olassroom olock was covered with paper for the STAR test, so the tj«w is ; 
approximation, STAR test booklets were still in their boxes, testing had not yet beg un. Proctor 
A observed that every student had scratch paper, and the paper was folded into four quadrant!. 
Each quadrant had a student drawn picture of a clock, with the numbers 1-12 in clockwise 
pattern (Exhibit A). One student was absent, and tut student*! piper has four eirel< » without the 
numbers drawn; it looks ike the picture would become four clocks also (Exhibit B) 

Before the iTAR test booklets were distributed, Teacher A reviewed a couple math problems, 
such as place value. la the midst of the review, Teacher A reminded the students of the clock 
drawing, and she reminded students to use tins clocks for lapse time; circle the aural er for the 
start time, a triangle around the number for end time. Teacher A was asking open a tded 
questions, ami the students would aruwer how to use this tool. It was clear to Proctor A that 
students were femilkr with this technique and accustomed to the procedure. 

Proctor A assisted Teacher A in passing out test booklets. Student checked their names, and 
Teacher A read the difectkms for teiting Mathernaties Section 1 . 

■When Teacher A read direction! for the practice problem, Proctor A noted that the tfacher orally 
discussed toe iroeedwe fcr solving the problem; Teacher A said something to -ffae effect of - 
what's four plus seven, students chorally responded eleven; this was done with asmd] group of 
students in Teacher A's proximity. The problem was a missing blank problem withfche blank on

Teacher A read a problem such as 74 + 23 - 97, which problem would you use to check 
your answer (97 - 23), Teacher A said to the class, "Remember your feet f unilies, 
A problem with few ^fractions, mi students had to indicate which was the fceatest or 
least, and Teacher A said to the class, TRsstembef toe role &c fractions/' 
On Ac second to last problem of the day's test, Teacher A read the question as stated in 
the booklet, then paraphrased the question in her own words. She then poit .ted to the 
question and showed it to Proctor A and said something to the effect of - students 
couldn't understand the question the way it was worded. 

Proctor A also observed Teacher A making comments to individual students, such as: 

As every student was working on the same question, Teacher A walked the class and at 

least three times said to Individual students, **Talce your time,** At least one of the times 
this was observed, the student erased their answer. Teacher A also looked p students' 
test booklets and at least Hires times said "good job" or "awesome". 
One girl looked to Proctor B with an expectant look for feedback, and Proctor B said, 
"Do your best" 

A boy was still working on a problem with money when the rest of the clasi was 
completed The other students* booklets were packed up. Teacher A said ti > the student 
something to the effect of - you don't have to count them up, just see whack one is ninety 
three cents; the choices were something Ike 9.03, 93, ,93, 

While the one student was answering the last question, Proctor B assisted Teacher A in picking 
up test booklets float student desks. Teacher A had students pass their scraich paps t into single 
piles at their center; i.e., four students at a center passed papers into one pile o; f four. 
Teacher A asked a student to collect the piles of scratch paper* and Proctor A collec ted scratch 
paper as well The student hand the scratch paper to Proctor A, so she had (hem all Proctor A 
placed the scratch paper in their box with the test booklets and took the testing box to the fegtiap 
center. 

fcrmjediatcly after arriving at the testing center, Proctor A asked to meet with the Vise Principal, 
who is the STAR test coordinator, to report these incidents. The Vice Principal informed me of 
the incidents, and I conducted the interviews,
